U.S. BUYING 3 JETS 
FOR OFFICIAL USE, 
MONRONEY SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 (UPI) 
—Senator A. S. Mike Mon- 
roney (Dem.), Oklahoma, says 
$21,000,000 has been earmarked 
for purchase of three large jet 
transports to carry President 
Eisenhower and other high of- 
ficials on long journeys.

Dr. Frank J. Ayd Jr. 


Tells of Instance 


When His Criticism | 


Was Distorted Into 
an Indorsement.

BALTIMORE, Feb. 5 — If 
the pharmaceutical industry 


does not take steps to police | 


itself and put a stop to false or 
misleading drug advertising, it 
may find Congress cracking 


down with legislation to correct | ¢ 


abuses, Dr. Frank J. Ayd Jr. 
told the Post-Dispatch today.

A psychiatrist who combines | 


medical research with his prac- 
tice, Dr Ayd was one of the 
first to use tranquilizer drugs 
in treating mental disorders. 
He denounced advertising trick- 
ery resorted to by some drug 
firms in pushing their sale of 
tranquilizers. 

Dr. Ayd is thoroughly famil- 
iar with the great advances 
made possible by tranquilizer 
compounds, as well as the lim- 
itations of these drugs. Phar- 


maceutical houses have used 
him as a clinical investigator 
to try out new products and 


determine their effectiveness 
in this field. 
Good Practice. 

“As a clinical investigator,” 
he said, “I approve a pharma- 
ceutical firm referring for pro- 
motional purposes to the medi- 
cal research dcne to establish 
the safety and effectiveness of | 
a new drug. I can testify that 
the vast majority of drug com- 
panies submit advertising copy 
to us and secure written per- 


mission to print our state- 
ments. 
“On the other hand, there 


are firms which don’t do this. 
Sometimes an investigator's re- 
port is rephrased or quoted out 
of context to present an in- 
dorsement of a product.” 

Dr. Ayd cited his experience 


with one company for which 
he tested a new drug. After 
trying the compound on 92 


patients, he notified the manu. 
facturer that the product had 
produced some improvement in 
67 cases, but the side effects 
had proved so serious and so 
troublesome that the treatment 
was discontinued in 64 cases 


Complications included vis- 
ual impairment, urinary ‘dis- 
turbances and a tendency to 


aggravate epilepsy, he reported 
to the firm. In some of the 
cases the treatment was dis- 
continued by the physician; in 
others, patients themselves 
called a halt, refusing to take 
the drug even when it was 
helping them psychiatrically 
because of the distressing side 
eftects 
Described at Meeting. 

Later Dr. Ayd reviewed this 
clinical study in a talk before | 
the New York State Medical | 
Society. He told this group 
the drug had such bad side 
effects that, in spite of the 
theapeutic activity, its use 
was hazardous. 

Meanwhile, the pharmaceuti- 
cal house had started pushing 
the drug, putting out promo- 
tional literature without Dr. 
Ayd's knowledge. 

“The first word I received of 
this,” the psychiatrist said, 
“was in a telephone call from 
a colleague in New York. He 
told me he must have mis- 
understood the statement. I 
made at the medical meeting, 
because the advertising made 


‘they sell live up to the adver- 
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Dispatch that the drug which 
was marketed in this mislead- 
ing fashion frequently blurs 
vision to such an extent that it 
can create a serious hazard for 
anyone operating machinery or 
trying to drive an automobile. 
Most of the 91 patients he 
treated with this compound 
were employed, and 80 of them 
complained of blurred vision. 
several of the patients were 
examined by different ophthal- 
mologists, all of whom report- 
ed that the drug had caused a 
toxic paralysis of accommoda- 
tion. 

Another serious side effect 
was. urinary disturbance, Dr. 
Ayd continued, declaring: 

“Many general practitioners 
might give this drug to a 
patient and tell him to come 
back in a month. In this length 
of time some real kidney dam- 
age might develop. The physi- 
cian should be apprised of this 
danger so that he could warn 
the patient not to wait a month 
if he experiencéd any kidney 
trouble, but to come back im- 
mediately.” 


Ineffective Drug.

Most pharmaceutical houses 
are honest in trying to learn 
the drawbacks of a new drug 
as well as its advantages; they 
discourage a casual attitude to-

until the new Council had re- 
affirmed the need for addition- 
al housing and had approved 
the general areas for such pro- 
jects. The only such projects 
for which funds are committed 
are Jefferson Barracks and 
Webster Heights, involving 288 
and 70 units respectively. 


A telegram from John P 
Carson, executive director of 


the South County Civic Com- 
mittee, which fought the Jef- 
ferson Barracks project bitter- 
ly, was received by the council. 
It asked for a‘hearing before 
the Council passed any resolu- 
tion of the kind requested by 
Tracy, 

Councilman George E. Boh- 
rer (Rep.), Sixth District, told 
the Council it would be im- 
proper to reaffirm housing 
needs until a survey could be 
made to determine actual 
needs. He suggested it be made 
by an independent agency. No 
action was taken on his pro- 
posal but his motion that the 
South County group be notified 
if a resolution introduced 
was passed. 

Request Kept on Agenda. 

The debate ended with pas- 
sage of a motion by Council- 
man Maurice Abramson (Dem.), 
Third District, that Tracy’s re- 
quest be filed and kept on the 
agenda pending receipt oft 
further information from the 
Land Clearance Authority. 

In other action, the Council

DRANT FOUND 
NOT GUILTY OF 
BEATING BABY 


Reginald Drant of Olivette 
was found not guilty last night 
of mistreating his infant daugh- 
ter. A circuit court jury of 
eight men and four women de- 
liberated two hours 
reaching the verdict 


before 
at Clay- 


=| ton. 


Members of the jury refused 
to discuss their decision, which 
was described as “fantastic” by 
William Shaw, first 
prosecuting attorney, Shaw 
had asked for conviction and 
a maximum penalty of three 
years in prison and a $1000 
fine. 

Drant, 21 years old, had been 
charged with severely beating 
his child, Kimberly Ann, with 
a belt, a plastic tray and his 
hands last July 25. The baby 
was six months old at the time. 
The incident allegedly occurred 
when Drant and his wife, Shir- 
ley, 19, were living at his home, 
4 Ladue Hills. 

Mrs. Drant, who has filed 
suit for divorce, testified her 
husband beat the baby until she 
was ‘“‘black and blue.” He ex- 
plained he was 
child not to cry,” 
Said. 

Other witnesses, including 
police, an assistant prosecutor 
and a minister, testified Drant 
admitted punishing the baby 
“in a fit of anger.” 

However, Drant, who served 
a six-month jail sentence for 
dropping a log on a Missouri 
Highway Patrol car from a 
Daniel Boone Expressway over- 
pass, denied the mistreatment 
charge. He testified the baby 
suffered lacerations and bruises 
when his wife tried to pull the 
child away from him 


In closing arguments. Charles 
M. Shaw, defense attorney, told 
the jury that the state had 
failed to prove. Drant ‘“pur- 
posely and intentionally beat 
his- child.” 

He pointed out that the 
baby’s mother did not imme- 
diately notify her parents or 
any one else about the alleged 
beating. When the parents were 
notified, he said, their first 
thought was to have Drant ar- 
rested rather than seek medi- 
cal care for the baby. 

William Shaw the assistant 
prosecutor, who is not related 
to Charles Shaw. argued that 
the Drant incident “affects the

Staple Foods Head List of Good Buys

AS WE CHECK our acrib- 
bled notes on this week’s sur- 
vey of local markets, we are 
happy to note one fact. The list 
of best buys includes many of 
the good, stick-to-the-ribs foods 
which constitute the backbone 
of midwinier menus. 

Such hearty standbys as 
pork, potatoes and cabbage are 
double-checked as leaders in 
the parade of values. And it is 
staples such as these upon 
which we depend for nourish- 
ing winter meals. 

There are excellent values to 
be found all the way through 
the pork line, fresh or smoked, 
so you may want to plan one 
weekend meal around a pork 
roast or ham. ; 

Pork sausa_@ woukl be 
equally welcome for Saturday 
supper or Sunday breakfast. Or 
how about combining bacon 
with the apples which are now 
so abundant, and serving fried 
apples and bacon? 

Fry your favorite brand of 
bacon until it is crisp, remove 
bacon, drain and keep hot. 
Leave about four tablespoons 
of fat in the skillet; fill the 
skillet with sliced apples, 
sprinkled with brown sugar. 
Cover the skillet and cook the 
apples slowly until tender, 
then remove the ‘cover to let 
the apples brown. 

Serve on a hot platter with 
the bacon—and some hot bis- 
cuits, if you really want to 
make your family happy. 

Lamb continues to be offered 
at attractive prices; beef is 
relatively unchanged; veal is 
scarce and high. 

It is interesting to note that 
chickens have come down 
again after their recent in- 
crease. This is due in part to a 
strike on the West coast, which 
prevented shipment of normal 
supplies to that area. As a re- 
sult, unusually heavy ship- 
ments of chickens from Arkan- 
sas, Tennessee and Mississippi 
were sent into this market. 

Eggs are still a bargain, es- 
pecially the large Grade A 
ones.

YOU WILL BE reading a 
great deal about canned peas 
during this month. If you 
wonder why this commodity 
is being highlighted, it is a 
simple matter of super- 
abundance, Last year there 
was a larger than normal 
supply of peas. This year 
growers reduced acreage, 
but due to ideal growing 
conditions there was another 
bumper crop of peas. 

Of course this means that 
frozen peas also are plenti- 
ful, but since the larger per- 
centage of the crop is 
canned emphasis is being 
placed upon canned peas. 

As is so often the case when 
moisture and temperature are 
ideal, the quality of the peas 
this year is outstandingly 
good. It will be worth while to 
watch for bargains at your 
favorite store and stock up on 
canned peas. 

Speaking of canned vege- 
tables, another one to keep in 
mind is sauerkraut. It is a 
good buy pricewise and nutri- 
tionally speaking, and adds 
welcome variety to menus. 
(See serving suggestions team- 
ing it with frankfurters, an- 
other economy food, elsewhere 
yn this page.)

IN THE FRUIT department, 
you may find prices lower on 
oranges. We are well supplied 
with them from Mexico, Flori- 
da and California. Mexico also 
is sending us some tangerines 
of good quality and, of course, 
we have both tangerines and 
Temple oranges from Florida. 

Grapefruit is too good to 
pass by; prices are lower, and 
the quality remains excellent. 
Limes are a bargain—so how 
about baking a lime pie? 

Apples are very abundant 
and low in price but watch the 
quality; some are beginning to 
“break down.” 

Bananas, cranberries of the 
Howe variety and pears are in 
the medium price category. 
Pineapples look fine but they 
are not cheap; however, we 
are told heavier shipments are 
expected in the near future 
which should bring prices 
down, 

Prices are beginning to mod- 
erate slightly -on that pretty, 
pink hothouse rhubarb from 
Michigan. 

Available at fancy prices are 
such South American fruits as 
honeydews, apricots, nectar- 
ines, peaches and plums. But 
don’t expect the quality of 
these imported fruits to be as 
fine as that which we enjoy 
when they are at the peak of 
heir season in this country.

Accent Delicate 
Flavor of Peas 


SUPPLIES of canned peas 
are so super-abundant that the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture is asking all home- 
makers to make a point of serv- 


ing them frequently during 
February. 
This will pose no problem 


in most households, since peas 
are among the three most pop- 
ular vegetables in America. 
Also, they lend themselves to 
many ways of preparation. 
They may be served as a vege- 
table either alone or combined 
with other vegetables, as a 
main course teamed with poul- 
try, meats, fish or seafood, in 
soups and in salads. 

Because they are delicately 
flavored, they are compatible 
with other foods and may be 
seasoned in countless ways to 
please the individual taste. For 
variety, the next time you cook 
them add a little chopped mint, 
minced parsley, oregano, basil 
or thyme. 

For an off-beat dish, try 
them in this hot pea salad, 
which doubles as a salad and 
vegetable. (Hot potato salad is 
a favorite in the St. Louis area, 
so why not hot pea salad?) 
Serve on fresh spinach leaves 
which have been tossed with 
garlic French dressing.

Krupp Bounces Back 


The news that the convicted 
German war criminal Alfried 
Krupp has been permitted to pur- 
chase additional steel-making ca- 
pacity can hardly bring joy to the 
millions of victims of Nazi ag- 
gression. 

It is also doubtful that Amer- 
ica’s moral leadership will be en- 
hanced by the State Department's 
willingness to allow Krupp to 
renege on his written pledge that 
he would dispose of his coal and 
steel properties in accordance 
with the Allied deconcentration 
program for German heavy indus- 
try. 


Fyom the very beginning Krupp, 
with the active help of the West 
German Government, sought to 


discredit and render meaningless 
the agreement which he had 
signed. Of course, this was part 
of the over-all campaign launched 
by German heavy industry to 
scuttle the entire Allied decon- 
centration and _ decartelization 
policy. 

From all reports it now ap- 
pears that the German objective 
has been won. This, in spite of 
the Allies’ expressed determina- 
tion at the end of the war to 
prevent the resurgence of the 
same industrial empires that were 
the pillars of Hitler’s aggression 
and depredations. 


Krupp’s record of duplicity and 
predatoriness was laid bare at 
the Nuremberg war crimes 
trials. Looting other people's 
properties and the employment 
of slave labor were some of the 
crimes perpetrated by Krupp in 
the service of Hitlerism and for 
a greater glory of the Father- 
and.” 


It is also well to bear in mind 
the fact that the Krupp inter- 
ests, in spite of their public avow- 
als of “loyalty to the West,” have 
made many deals with the Com- 
munist bloc in the past as well 
as currently. 


“By allowing Krupp and his co- 
horts to tear up the deconcen- 
tration and decartelization com- 
mitments as specified in the Con- 
tractual Agreements, the State 
Department is, in effect, encour- 
aging the Germans to regard all 
other obligations, present and in 
the future, as “scraps of paper.” 

It is indeed ironic that Krupp 
and German heavy industry 
should receive the go-ahead sig- 
nal to rebuild the German power- 
house at a time when our Secre- 
tary of State admitted that the 
world must continue to reckon 
with the German potential for 
doing harm.

Why a Spring Primary 

Last summer when Missouri was going 
through the motions of holding a primary in 
the dog-days of August, many a voter re- 
solved that 1958 should be the last year for a 
Missouri primary in the heat of peak summer. 
Now is the time to make good on that resolve. 
Right now. 

Bills to change the date from the first 
Tuesday in August to either early May or 
early June have been introduced at Jefferson 
City. They are thoroughly meritorious bills 
and the differences can be quickly adjusted 
by their sponsors. 

As the sponsorships show, this is not a 
party issue. The May bill is backed by Sena- 
tors Spradling of Cape Girardeau and Patter- 
son of Caruthersville, Democrats; the June 
bill by Senators Davidson and Crain, St. Louis 
county Republicans, and Democrats Pentland, 
St. Louis, and Sawyers, St. Joseph. 

Describing the session of the Senate 
Elections committee on the bills, the Post- 
Dispatch’s state political correspondent wrote 
that “no one appeared in opposition to the 
measures,” but that there was “hostile ques- 
tioning of the proponents by committee 
members.” Two St. Louis Senators, William 
FE. Hilsman and Edward J. Hogan Jr., have 
indicated their opposition. 

It would be a miracle if there were no hos- 
tility. For nearly a quarter century there 
has been enough hostility in the Legislature 
to turn back this reform every time it has 
been brought up. The question now is: Are 
the people of Missouri who want the primary 
date changed going to allow that self-serving 
hostility to win out again? 

And why this hostility to a spring primary 
in the past? Because an August primary has 
benefited the political bosses: 

First, by holding the primary when popular 
interest in public affairs is at its lowest point 
for the entire year. 

Second, by holding the primary when many 
voters are out of the state on vacation. 

In a primary held when voter interest and 
participation are reduced, the strength of 
Slate-making party bosses is relatively much 
greater. The lighter the vote, the better the 
bosses have liked it. But the people have 
paid a high price through the nomination of 
all too many incompetents and worse who 
rode the coattails of other candidates. 

Fortunately there has been a growing reali- 
zation that Missouri cannot afford to continue 
this drag on good government. To his great 
credit, Gov. Blair came out, in his message to 
the 1959 Legislature, for the more seasonable 
time of a spring primary. Last July in the 
midst of the 1958 campaign, Mark R. Holloran, 
Democratic National Committeeman from 
Missouri, gave his support to the change. So 
did Magistrate Anton Sestric, Eighth Ward 
Democratic Committeeman. 

So did a leading St. Louis Republican party 
worker, Charles McBride. And Mr. McBride 
was backed up by the St. Louis County Re- 
publican Central Committee. 

At the rate at which states have dropped 
the dog-days primary, Missouri soon would be 
the last in this category. Nevada recently 
changed from midsummer to spring. [Illinois 
and many other states have nominated in 
April, May or June for years.

An Oath That Hurts the Nation 

Reed College in Portland, Ore., one of the 
better small colleges, has refused to accept 
money under the National Defense Education 
Act because a loyalty oath is demanded of 
those receiving grants or loans. This positive 
action follows appeals by the presidents of 
Harvard, Yale and Princeton for repeal of the 
oath provision. The Association of American 
Colleges meanwhile is polling its 750 niembers 
on the question. 

Such oaths, said President Griswold of Yale, 
“seem to represent a lack of confidence in 
young people and in their future, as well as 
in the educational process itself... . They 
tend to alienate the good will of the loyal citi- 
zen without gaining a corresponding advan- 
tage in protecting the public against the ac- 
tions or intentions of the disloyal.” | 

More concretely, the oath requirement is 
preventing the use of a good part of the 
$900,000,000 made available under the legis- 
lation, and thus it is delaying the training of 
the scientists, mathematicians and linguists 
needed in the defense of the nation. After 
all, this law was not passed merely to aid 
education, but to make educated persons 
available for national service. Without repeal 
of the oath requirement, it is partly self- 
defeating. 


White and Red on Green 


Rarer than a day in June is the Euclidian 
path of balls, white and red, across the green 
of a billiard table. Spinning and yet moving 
with geometric precision to complete their 
appointed course: touch, rebound, touch and 
roll into position to repeat the calculated 
feat. Click, click and stop. Then the cue 
again. The suspense and achievement spot- 
lighted better than any stage. 

Though it has been acquired by minds 
without benefit of physics, an Einstein’s 
knowledge of the laws of motion and of force 
is involved in imparting just the proper im- 
petus to the cue ball at just the proper spot 
to produce these theorems in motion. Little 
wonder that Willie Hoppe always was annoyed 
by those who sneered at pool halls as breed- 
ers of juvenile delinquency. He spent almost 
65 of his 71 years at billiard tables, including 
one in the White House, so he spoke with 
some authority. 

_ Hoppe made his first exhibition tour at the 
age of 8. He won his first world’s champion- 
ship at 18—in Paris in 1906. He won 50 
more championships before he retired in 1952. 
To achieve this number, he played the three- 


cushion game as well as balkline in his later 
years. Some of his victories were sensational, 
but Hoppe was always the ice-cold master of 
the George Bellows lithograph, sharp as the 
contrast between white shirt and black dinner 
jacket. 


Love Those Wonder Drugs 


The antibiotics or “wonder drug” industry, 
much as it has helped mankind, needs to be 
placed under stricter controls, as we believe 
all who are reading a series on the subject in 
the news columns of the Post-Dispatch will 
agree. For the good of the patient, the medi- 
cal profession, and the pharmaceuticals indus- 
try itself, excesses must be curbed. 


Medical and popular publications as well in 
recent months have been full of protests, many 
of them from outstanding members of the 
medical profession, against indiscriminate use 
of antibiotics. More than 270 preparations, at 
least 69 of which are combinations of from 
two to five agents, are on the market, under 
their own trade names, and doing a business 
of $330,000,000 a year. 

High-pressure advertising methods compa- 
rable to those used to sell soap, toothpaste and 
cigarettes have come into use with antibiotics, 
particularly since the Second World War. In- 


_tense competition often leads manufacturers 


to put out new products against their better 
judgment, to recommend drugs in cases where 
their use is not indicated, to make extrava- 
gant claims, to indulge in unnecessary or un- 
desirable combinations of drugs which may 
expose the patient to disorders more serious 
than those for which the drugs were 
prescribed. 

Under this incessant barrage from the drug 
houses doctors are confused and misled, and 
many times prescribe on the basis of manu- 
facturers’ claims rather than after careful 
diagnosis, particularly in the case of the com- 
bination doses. 

Obviously the problems thus presented are 
complex and unlikely to yield to any one 
simple solution. One hopeful approach, we 
think, is that of Senator Magnuson of Wash- 
ington, chairman of the Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce Committee, who has asked 
the Federal Trade Commission to expand its 
investigation of the economics of wonder 
drugs to include merchandising and advertis- 
ing practices. FTC is going to have to crack 
down harder than before on excessive claims. 
And both physicians and the pharmaceutical 
houses will be called upon to exercise self- 
discipline in their common service to the arts 
of healing. 


The Mayor’s Traffic Bill 


Mayor Tucker’s proposals for “profession- 
al” traffic control deserve speedy considera- 
tion and passage by the Board of Aldermen. 
They probably represent the greatest advance 
in this field that can be made without amend- 
ing the Charter to strip the Aldermen of all 
except veto powers over traffic regulation. 

Under the Administration’s measure, the 
Traffic Commissioner would be permitted to 
install appropriate control devices if detailed 
criteria established by the measure regarding 
traffic flow and width of streets are met. The 
bill also sets speed limits that vary with the 
size of the street. The measure was intro- 
duced and is being handled in behalf of the 
City Administration by Alderman A. J. Cer- 
vantes, Fifteenth Ward Democrat. 

Once enacted, the measure would  elimi- 
nate any further need for the Aldermen to 
legislate on electric signals, stop signs and 
the like. The Traffic Commissioner would 
determine the facts of the particular case and 
then act in accordance with the objective 
standards set out in the bill. On its face this 
seems to be a method of controlling traffic 
that is vastly superior to the present one, 
which is largely regulation by aldermanic 
amateurs. 


Mr. Eisenhower on Airport Aid 


President Eisenhower has gone rather far 
afield to attack Senator Monroney’s airport 
construction bill. At his Wednesday press 
conference the President said that money 
spent for administration buildings would not 
have prevented the kind of accident that oc- 
curred at New York’s La Guardia field where 
65 persons died in the crash of an airliner on 
Tuesday night. 

Certainly no one would dispute that state- 
ment. But it does not have much bearing on 
the Monroney measure, which would grant 
the states $575,000,000 in matching money 
for airports during the next five years. Mr. 
Eisenhower favors a $200,000,000 allotment 
to be expended in the next four years, with 
all the money going for runways and taxi- 
ways. Senator. Monroney argues that passen- 
ger and freight processing facilities contribute 
as much toward air commerce as do anything 
else. The Monroney bill bars any use of 
federal money for bars, -parking facilities, ga- 
rages, hotel rooms, commercial offices, night 
clubs, game rooms or other facilities not es- 
sential to welfare and safety. | 

There is little Republican support in Con- 
gress for the Administration proposal. Sena- 
tor Andrew Schoeppel, ranking Republican on 
the Commerce Committee, suggested on the 
floor that “the best airport legislation may be 
one merging features” of both bills. And 
Senator Thomas Kuchel, assistant Republican 
leader, is one of the sponsors of the Monroney 
bill. A survey by the Federal Aviation Agency 
shows national airport requirements of al- 
most $1,300,000,000 for the next four years. 
This would involve even more federal aid than 
is sought under the Monroney bill. 

Perhaps it would be a good idea to discuss 
the airport aid question on its merits, and not 
by slogans and irrelevant remarks on air 
safety. 


Bonds for State Parks 


Gov. Blair proposes a $1,789,000 expansion 
of Missouri state parks to be financed prin- 
cipally with revenue bonds. In view of the 
state’s financial situation, there is no other 
way to pay for better parks. Hence it makes 
sense to let park users do the paying, through 
fees which would support the bonds. We be- 
lieve park visitors would be willing to help 
create the new lodges, cabins and swimming 
pools envisaged for several parks and general 
facilities for the new Table Rock State Park 
on the James-White river impoundment in 
Southwest Missouri. For last year at least 
3,365,000 persons visited the parks. The fig- 
ure represents a 62 per cent increase since 
1955; it also represents a measure of the pub- 
lic support of the park system. Now the 
Legislature’s support is needed to help the 


parks grow.

Scientific findings 
of great import lie within the vast 
body of data still untapped. But it 
must be searched out, analyzed, and 
understood. This is the job now 
facing the world community of sci- 
entists. 

“And we shouldn't be too sur- 
prised,” Dr. Kaplan warns, “if some 
scientist in some tiny country that 
didn’t contribute too much to the 
1.G.Y. at all. comes up with the 
major scientific discoveries. The 
data is open to all scientists. And 
this is all to the good.” 


Even with the large body of the 
information yet to be analyzed, there 
have already been discoveries signif- 
icant enough to thrill the scientific 
mind. 

Undoubtedly a most striking 
achievement of the I.G.Y. was the 
dramatic way it thrust men toward 
space. It provided the scientific 
impetus with which man, for the

first time, probed far beyond the 
earth’s atmosphere. 

Up in space, satellites and rockets 
discovered a band of radiation no- 
body knew existed before.

It surrounds 
the earth like a ring, leaving little 
gaps at the polar regions where lie 
the geomagnetic poles.

Also found up in space was an equa- 
torial “electrojet”’—part of a great 
electric current of several hundred 
thousand amperes that girdles the 
earth at the geomagnetic equator. 
For comparison, a 100-watt light bulb 
in a 110-volt socket draws just under 
one ampere current.

than they thought and that as much 
as 10,000 tons of minute micro- 
meteorites crash into earth's at- 
mosphere daily. 

At sea, beneath the Atlantic Gulf 
Stream, oceanographers discovered 
a current about 9000 feet deep flow- 
ing southwest, counter to the Gulf 
Stream, at speeds approaching eight 
miles a day. 

Also in the ocean deeps, which sci- 
entists admit we know less about 
than the near face of the moon, 
oceanographers discovered new 
mountain ranges and plumbed a rec- 
ord ocean depth just 400 feet short 
of seven miles in the Marianas 
Trench. One mountain range found 
in the southwest Pacific stretches for 
1000 miles and is 200 miles wide. 

On Antarctic wastes, scientists 
found so much more ice than they 
thought was there—some of it 14,- 
000 feet thick—that the amount of 
ice and snow in the world must be 
revised upward 40 per cent. The 
estimate now is that there are 4,- 
500,000 cubic miles of ice on earth 
instead of 3,240,000. 


Also in the Antarctic, Soviet sci- 
entists recorded the coldest temper- 
ature ever found on earth: 124 de- 
grees below zero. It was also found 
that for the past 50 years it has 
rained or snowed twice as much in 
the Arctic as in the Antarctic. All 
these discoveries may some day help 
man better understand the world’s 
weather. 


These are only some of the more 
spectacular discoveries of the I.G.Y. 
They probably are not even the most 
important. ew and greater discov- 
eries lie locked in the precious un- 
tapped data still flowing in. 

“The data alone,” says Dr. Kap- 
lan, who is himself a noted auroral 
physicist at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles, ‘“‘was worth 
the price of admission.” 

A staff report on the I.G.Y. issued 
by the House Select Committee on 
Astronautics and Space Exploration 
put it well: “Where political minds 
could not meet scientific minds did.”

WITH 12 ABOARD 
OCEAN SEARCHED 


HAMILTON, Bermuda, Feb. 
5 (AP) — A United States 
weather plane and its crew of 
12 were missing today and 
presumed down in the stormy 
mid-Atlantic. The big four- 
engine aircraft had only fuel 
enough to stay aloft until 3 
a.m, today. 

The search centered about 
300 miles northwest of Ber- 
muda where a Japanese freight- 
er reported it saw a burning 
plane crash yesterday morning 
in the Atlantic. Although the 
freighter said the plane ap- 
peared to be a single-engine 
craft, the four-engine B-50 
should have been in the gen- 
eral area at the time. 

Coast Guard planes and 
Navy flving boats searching the 
area said conditions were foul 
with 40-mile-an-hour winds, 
rough seas and visibility down 
to 142 miles. 

Names of the 12 men aboard 
were withheld until next of 
kin could be notified. 

The B-50 Hurricane Hunter, 
attached to the Fifty-ninth 
Weather Reconnaissance 
Squadron at Bermuda’s Kind- 
ley Air Base, set out at 6:45 
a.m. yesterday on a daily flight 
over the North Atlantic collect- 
ing weather data. It was due 
back at 7:38 p.m. 


The Superfortress was last 


heard from at 8:22 am.—18 
minutes before the Japanese 
freighter radioed seeing a 
plane crash and disappear in 
the water. 

The Coast Guard cutter 
Mackinac, based in Bermuda, 
was racing to the position and 
was due on the scene this 
morning. The aircraft carrier 
Tarawa and six accompanying 
destroyers, which were on ma- 
neuvers in the north Atlantic, 
were ordered to join in the 
search. 

Coast Guard planes from 
Bermuda and New York and 


two Navy flying boats carried | 


out a search from the air un- 
der difficult conditions.

Decisions, Decisions! 


Hardly had the Wednesday 
night fight gone off the air 
until the telephone rang and 
a voice heavy with indigna- 
tion said: 


“Will you please tell me 
how a fighter can win a de- 
cision standing in the middle 
of the ring doing nothing? 
That Del Flanagan hardly 
made a move while Ralph 
Dupas ran rings around him, 
scoring point after point but 
Flanagan got the verdict. 
How come?” 


The caller was referring, 
of course, to the 10-round 
bout in which Flanagan beat 
Dupas in St. Paul as a part 
of the Winter Carnival in 
that city. 


It appeared on TV, at least, 
that Dupas had the better of 
it because of his aggressive- 
ness. One judge called it for 
Dupas by a single point. The 
other two officials saw it for 
Flanagan by close margins, 
apparently thinking that 
Flanagan struck the heavier 
blows which more than offset 
the numerous, but light jabs, 
which Dupas landed. 

The voice on the telephone 
explained that he was a bas- 
ketball referee and when he 
made a call he got heck from 
all directions. Still he 
couldn't understand how box- 
ing officials hand down their 
decisions, many of which ap- 
pear wrong, and get so little 
criticism, 

Boxing decisions. unfortu- 
nately, are the opinions of 
judges and referees. There 
is no hard and fast way to 
judge fights and as the bas- 
ketball referee said, “those 
guys are just ordinary men 
like me and their opinions 
may be no better than mine 
on a bout.” 

That is so right. But those 
who are in the position of 
judging a fight, officially, 
count. All other opinions do 
not. 


Illegal Punches 

A question at a luncheon 
meeting referred to alleged 
kidney and rabbit punches 
which boxers land for which 
there seem to be no penal- 
ties. 


It must be remembered 
that rabbit punches are jl- 
legal when one boxer holds 


another’s head and hits him 
on the back of the neck. 
Kidney blows are out of 
bounds when one boxer holds 
another with one hand and 
belabors his back with the 
other. 

If a rabbit or kidney punch 
lands due to the defensive 
maneuvers of a boxer the 
one delivering them is not 
at fault 

Max Schmeling, in his sec- 
ond fight with Joe Louis, 
took a pulverizing right hand 
blow to the rear of his left 
side which partially para- 
lyzed him. 

He later contended that 
Louis had landed an illegal 
kidney blow. This was not 
true. Louis aimed his right 
hand at Schmeling’s bodv 
and Max, seeing the blow 
coming, turned to avoid it. 
As he did, Joe’s right fist 
smashed into his side.

Fine Tschaikowsky Dana Brown on Way to Take Movies and Hunt Elephant, Buffalo and Leopards in Congo Area

ONE OF THE MOST DIFFI- 
CULT problems of going on a 
safari to the Belgian Congo is 
not finding big game to hunt 
but getting approval from your 
business associates to be away 
from the office for about two 
months. Seen: . - 

Dana president 
Manhattan Coffee Co, here, 
managed to convince them 
that such a trip would be valu- 
able to the company “because 
he could check on the “terrific 
coffee plantations” around the 
Lake of Kiva in Ruanda-Urundi 
on the eastern border of the 
Belgian Congo. 

On the safari, Brown plans to 
take motion pictures and hunt 
elephants, biack-maned cape 
buffalo (“wonderful trophies"), 
lions, wild dogs, topi, common 
eeland, zebras, impala and 
a all means leop- 
ards. 


Preparations for the 
took about two months, 
now Brown is on his way.

When you're walking 
around at the equator at an 
altitude of 5000 to 10,000 feet, 
you're going to need sun- 
glasses.” 


One happy solution to the 
problem of getting ready came 
recently. He telephoned Ab- 
ercrombie & Fitch Co., in New 
York, told them what he need- 
ed and had the guns, clothes 
and equipment sent to his for- 
warding address in Paulis, a 
village in northern Belgian 
Congo from which the safari 
will start. Brown is due to ar- 
rive in Paulis tomorrow. 

There he will meet the-Duke 
de Mortemart, co-sponsor of 
the safari, and a white hunter, 
Chris Pollet. It was Pollet who 
acted as guide for Lowell 
Thomas in the filming of 
“Mountain of the Moon,” a 
television travelogue. 

“The Duke is a fabulous 
man,” Brown said. During 
World War II, Mortemart was 
with .the French as a com- 
mando raider. He lost his left 
arm in battle, but “he’s one of 
the best shots I've ever seen.” 

And Brown has seen some 
good marksmen. He has hunted 
in Siam, Sumatra, Canada and 
several times in Africa. The 
last time he was in Africa, 
shooting animals and taking 
motion pictures of the scenery, 
he met a group of cameramen 
from Hollywood, doing part of 
the picture, “The Seven Won- 
ders of the World,” for Ciner- 
ama. 

“I asked if I could go along 
with them and they agreed. We 
went down into the country 
where the tall men and women 
live. They shot pictures of the 
tall men and I shot pictures of 
the tall women.” 

But this time Brown doesn’t 
expect to get into the tall men 
and tall women country.

THE ITALIAN TEAM, which 
meets the United States and 
Argentina Feb. 7-15 at the 
Statler-Hilton in New York 
for the World Championship,

Postwar inflation has swept all countries to 
varying degrees. The creeping inflation in the 
United States has gone on so steadily that it is 
only occasionally we are sharply reminded that, 
while we have more money in our pockets now, 
the same money doesn’t have the same value. 


Here are four recent examples that made me sharp! 
)Stalgic for the dollar that was a dollar. 

1, A lady in our office casually remarked that it no\ 
ost her $2.25 merely to park her car in a midtown Man 
uattan lot during working hours. (Remember when a trav 
eling man could get a good hotel room for $2 a night—and 
they parked the car free”) 

2. A panhandler hit me up. Scratching in my pockets 
I found only 23 cents in change—and gave it to him with 
an apology. “Don’t you have a buck you can spare?” he 
demanded. (Remember when all a panhandler asked was. 
“Brother, can you spare a dime?”’) 

3. A friend of mine who is 50 years old and in poor 
health said he’d like to quit but he could only get $200 


. 000 for his business if he sold out. Asked if he didn’t thin 


he could live the rest of his life on $200,000, he said, “To- 
day, yes. But in 10 years, if money keeps falling, I migh 
be broke. This inflation might speed up.” 

4. Another friend who had. scrimped for 30 years +s 
he could retire. at 55—‘‘not to quit but to try somethin 
new’’—has given up his plan. “The money I’ve saved sim 
ply won't get me by now,” he said ruefully.” “I'll have t: 
stay where I am until I'm 60, and at 60 who wants to tak 
a chance at another line of work? Who'd hire me then 
anyway?” 


Slowly, remorselessly, the declining value of 
the dollar is forcing millions of Americans to 
change lifelong plans. The things they had hoped 
to do are no longer possible because inflation has 
priced them beyond the realm of possibility. 


Inflation waters down not only a people’s currency; it 
also waters down their dreams. Its terrible cost is paid 
least by the shiftless grasshopper, most by the thrifty ant 
—and thereby it violates the morality behind all sensible 
living. 

There is a delusion that a nation can fight its wars and 
build its highways and let posterity pay for them. But it is 
only a delusion. 

Inflation doesn't wait for posterity to present its bill 
It presents its bill now, too, and the hard-earned dollar 
a man saved yesterday to buy himself comfort tomorrow is 
spent to keep himself afloat in the high-priced world of 
today. 

It doesn’t make sense, but inflation never does. It 
makes misery.

MURL DEUSING, the new 
director of the Academy of 
Science’s nascent museum in 
Oak Knoll Park, has estab- 
lished temporary headquarters 


in the Rice mansion, one of the 


two huge houses in the park 
which will soon be turned into 
museums, 

We dropped in the other day 
to get acquainted and learn 
something about his plans and 
ideas. He’s got a million of ’em, 
as the saying goes, and we left 
with the impression that the 
museum is in excellent hands. 

We found Deusing knocking 
around, so to speak, in the big 
old 22-room house’ which, 
stripped of furniture, . drapes 
and rugs, echoed voices and 
footsteps. His temporary office 
is in one of the eight or so 
bedrooms on the second floor, 
a fairly large room predomi- 
nated by a handsome white 
marble fireplace with hand- 
‘arved cherubs. 

Its only furnishings at pres 
nt are Deusing’s desk and 
hair and several bookcases 
illed with books like ‘‘Annals 
if Biology,” “Guide to Bird 
‘inding” and “Wild Animals of 
the World.”

serves as his temporary living 
quarters. 

Downstairs, his assistant.

Deusing and Miss Orchard 
Suggested we go down to the 
kitchen and drink a cup of 
coffee.

THE DRESS DESIGNERS of 
London don't want to set the 
fashion world on fire; they just 
want to make clothes. that 
women will want to wear and 
wear. 


This was obvious as the 
spring fashion showings of the 
Incorporated Society of Lon- 
don Fashion Designers got un- 
der way here this week. This 
society is made up of London’s 
top 12 couturiers, and though 
all are male, they seem to know 
what the elegant if discreet 
female would like in the way 
of fashion.

want to know about the mu- 
seum but also because he has 
a reputation as a good speak- 
er. He will be leaving soon 
for Puerto Rico, where he will 
spend two weeks lecturing un- 
der the auspices of the Audu- 
bon Society. Then he hopes to 
get settled down to work on 
the museum. 

The first thing, he explained, 
will be to put together a staff. 
“We have no preparators,” he 
said, “and they’re hard to come 
by.” What's a preparator? 
They're highly-trained techni- 
cians, he explained, who spe- 
cialize in museum work. Some 
are expert taxidermists. Some 
create backgrounds and design 
displays, some are sculptors. 

“Of course, what we hope to 
find,”’ Deusing laughed, “are a 
couple of preparators who can 
do all three. 

“You see, a modern museum, 
and the kind of museum we 
want to have, is. not just a 
collection of rocks, or exhibits 
of stuffed birds and animals. 
We want to tell stories. You 
might call them feature stories 
in the round.” 


We asked for an example. 
“Well,” he said, “one of the 
first stories we are planning 
will be the story of flight. It 
will be three exhibits, in three 
rooms. The first will be called 
‘Nature in Flight’—the bird as 
a flying machine. It will tell 
the story of aerodynamics. 
What keeps a bird up? What 
moves it forward? Not many 
people know. As a matter of 
fact. man didn’t even under- 
stand bird flight until he had 
worked it out in an airplane. 
Then he went back and discov- 
ered it was all there, the the- 
ory of aerodynamics, in the 
flight of birds. 

“The second part of the ex- 
hibit will be devoted to man’s 
efforts to fly. It will go back 
to the first gas balloons, the 
efforts of men to strap wings 
onto their arms, down to the 
first successful airplanes, Then 
finally, in the. third part, we 
will take up the period from 
jet plane to space travel. 

“That's just one example. 
People read about atoms, but 
they find 
grasp. They 
about rockets and missiles, but 
they only know the things go 
up in the air. We will present 
exhibits, combined with lec- 
tures, which will make these 
things understandable. People 
are going to be surprised.” 

Deusing’s philosophy of a 
museum is that it should 
make people think. “Always 
try to challenge the viewer,” 
he said, “to seek further 
knowledge of the subject. 
Arouse an interest as well as 
satisfy curiosity.” 

In this respect, Deusing 
was one of the men responsi- 
ble for making the Milwau- 
kee Museum one of the out- 
standing museums of the 
country. He was director of 
education. 

He was born in Milwaukee, 
the son of a professional pho- 

tographer who planned to 
make a photographer of his 
son. Young Deusing learned 
photography from the ground 
up and it has been one of his 
primary assets as a museum 
man, 

When he went to college, 
however, he got the idea he 
wanted to be a teacher. 


he had decided to teach. He 
never did get around to teach- 
ing it but it became an asset. 

During the depression days 
there was an opening at the 
Milwaukee Museum for an 
assistant to the head of the 
education department. There 
were 300 applicants. The cir-

adaptable to the things Deusing 
wanted to do.

It 
was a big hit with museum 
audiences and attracted the at- 
tention of Walt Disney. 

Using the same idea, Dis- 
ney made a film called “Na- 
ture’s Half Acre,”’ in which 
he incorporated a lot of 
Deusing’s film. After that 
Deusing did a great deal of 
nature photography for Dis- 
ney and got film credits on 
four of Disney’s Oscar

dressed in colonial costumes, 
went through the day’s chores.

In recent years Deusing has 
made three expeditions to 
Africa to film wildlife. His 
movie, ‘Backyard Safari,” got 
him an invitation to go along 
with an expedition as official 
photographer. In 1955 he went 
to Africa for NBC to film the 
sequences used on the tele- 
vision program “Zoo Parade 

In 1957 he went to Panama 
on his own, “Mainly to break 
my son in. He wants to be a 
wildlife photographer also.” In 
addition, Deusing and his wife 
have their own film company, 
which produces classroom 
teaching films. 

At present Deusing is batch- 
ing at the Rice home at Oak 
Knoll, Clayton road and Big 
Bend boulevard, while his wife 
is selling their home in Mil- 
waukee. “Then we'll get a 
home here,” he said. “This 
batching isn’t so good, espe- 
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cially when I cook my 
meals.” 

The Deusings have four chil- 
dren, three married daughters 
and Don.

‘Medicine Bundle’ =

A RATHER strange part of 
Indian life was the “medicine 
bundle,” which was supposed 
to possess magical powers. 

Members of various tribes 
owned bundles of that kind. 
A warrior might take his bun- 
dle with him when he went 
on the warpath, hoping that it 
would protect him from harm. 


The bundles were most com- 
mon on the western plains. 
To @ lesser extent, they were 
employed by the Sauks, Fox- 
es and a few other woodland 
tribes. 


We might expect a medicine 
bundle to contain a medicine, 
but the contents usually were 
far outside what the term 
“medicine” might mean to a 
white person. 

The outer wrapping of a 
Blackfoot bundle was a piece 
of hide from a black bear. Elk- 
skin was used as an inner wrap- 
ping. 

Inside ane bundle, a pipe was 
found, along with the skins of 
an owl, a muskrat, an otter, a 
prairie dog, two loons and two 
cranes. That bundle also held 
a rattle. 

In the Blackfoot tribe a pre- 
cious object was a large pipe 
with a decorated handle. The 
people in the tribe said that 
the pipe had been given to 
them by the thunder god.

It contained an 
ear of corn, and the Pawnees 
spoke of this ear as the Mother 
of Life,
